Persons  present  in  the  meet- 
ing said  mlni.sters  of  the  other 
12  NATO  nations  agre»>d  with 
the  Big  'rhree  Uut  Germany  - 
future  is  the  No.  1 problem  in 
the  search  for  peace. 

A dozen  foreign  ministers 
spoke  and  all  made  clear  that 
the  unification  they  want  ls  one 
which  would  leave  all  of  Ger 
many  free  to  belong  to  the  At 
lantlc  allianr'e.  as  West  Get 
many  now  dr»es. 

Rus-sia  has  consistently  re 
fused  any  solution  of  the  Ger 
man  problem  that  would  leave 
a united  Germany  linkpd  to  the 
West.  At  <»eneva  Soviet  fhe 
mier  Nikolai  Bulganin  is  ex 
pected  to  ask  for  neutralization 
of  <lermany.  This  tlie  Wesieni 
powers  have  already  re)e<ted. 

The  is'ality  of  the  sirualion. 
therefore,  is  that  on  this  key 
issue  Ru.s.sia  and  the  We.siern 
pou-era  are  tightly  deadlcx-ki^d 
on  the  eve  of  Oneva.  Further- 
more. the  future  of  Germany 
is  such  a high  stake  that  no 
ope  believes  the  deadlock  will 
be  easily  broken.

THK  spirit  of  adventure  i-t  a fine  thing, 
but  onlv  when  it  l.s  leavened  with  some 
knowledge  of  the  task  to  be  undertaken. 

Ignorance  of  the  risks  invites  di.sasler. 

Unfortunately  human  beings  are  variable 
and  pervenve,  and  apt  to  appraise  their 
owTi  qualities  higher  than  they  really  are. 

One  cannot  prevent  Immature  mountain- 
eers from  climbing  high  peaks  any  more 
than  one  ran  .slop  ill-equipped  channel 
swimmers  from  plunging  into  the  Strait 
of  Juan  de  Fuca.  Ottawa  is  going  to  do 
what  l!  can  however.  The  federal  travel 
bureau  in  future  will  lay  greater  stres.s 
on  the  hazard.s  of  mountain  climbing, 
particularly  in  Ihe  Rockies. 

This  is  as  a result  of  the  shof'king 
tragedy  a week  ago  when  .seven  U.S.  hoy.« 
lost  their  lives  in  an  avalanche  during  an 
ill-advised  rlimh  on  the  slopes  of  Mount  mountains 
Temnle.

Long  after  It  har  been  closed  for  public  in- 
spection, some  people  still  look  upon  the 
hou.se  and  Mrs.  Cash  herself  as  public  prop- 
erty. 

The  other  day  she  heard  fooUteps  In  the 
sitting  room,  and  found  a family  of  new 
Canadians  inside.  The  father  of  the  family 
clutched  a year-old  invitation.  Having  a 
scanty  knowledge  of  English,  he  hadn’t  seen 
the  lime  limit  on  the  card. 

After  explaining  that  the  Trend  Hou.se 
wa.s  a private  residence  now,  Mrs.  Cash 
showed  them  around.

Gwen  Cash,  like  her  house,  U inleresUng 
and  original  .She  Is  a dark,  vivid  woman 
with  a >oung  heart.  She  numbers  good 
friends  in  at  lca^t  three  generations,  and 
seem-s  t«  be  on  first-name  terms  with  half 
the  ptK>ple  in  town  She  talks  a great  deal  in 
an  English  voUx*.  changes  the  subject  with  a 
sp<-ed  that  bt-wilders  the  slowwUted.  punc- 
tuates her  talk  with  deep,  merry  chuckles 
and  frequently  calls  people  “Darling”  and 
"Honey"  In  the  theatrical  tradition.

She  believes  In  ghosts  and  feels  herwdf 
sensitive  to  lliem;  cooks  well;  gets  her  living 
as  a writer.  She  came  from  England  as  a 
young  teacher  on  a years  leave  of  absence, 
fell  In  k've  with  i'anada  and  one  Canadian, 
and  stayed  for  the  rest  of  her  life  — ranching, 
pioneering,  wandeilng.  writing,  lumdlmg  pub- 
licity. making  a home  for  her  husband  and  a 
caiTcr  for  herself. 

She  never  was  in  earnest  about  the  career. 
Her  chief  aim  w:is  to  have  fun.  ’ All  sorts 
of  jobs  have  happened  to  me  In  British  Co- 
Uvnbta."  she  wrote  In  one  of  her  two  auto* 
biographical  bf*ok'.  “Just  casually.  Fm  no 
can-erNt  . . - Hut  It's  a new  world  There’s 
a challenge  in  every  mountain  peak.” 

At  Siotkwell  CoUege.  I-ondon.  where  she 
w;-^  oilucated.  the  rt‘port  said:  ’‘.Miss  Gold- 
smid  b alwajw  willing  to  tr>-  something  new." 

Her  brilliant  Jewi-^h  father  had  written 
tour  novels,  a b<x»k  of  verse  and  a sociolog- 
ical book  about  Lon<ion  s doss  houses  when 
he  died  at  2li.  Her  brother.  Gervas  Michael. 
(■migrate«l  lo  Canada  and  persuaded  Gwen 
and  their  Irudi  ElngUsh  mother  to  oome  out 
too.  So  Gwen  took  a year  s leave  of  absence 
from  SL  Benedict’^  Birmingham,  where  she

a prosperous  meri'hant  in  Vancouv'er. 

Before  she  could  use  a typewriter.  Gwen 
got  work  writing  space  fur  Vancouver  papers. 
Then  she  worked  on  staff;  went  picking  fnui 
and  writing  about  the  Okanagan.  nKd  and 
married  Bruce  Ca.sh.  a big  resourceful  Cana- 
dian frevn  Manitoba.  The  191-118  war  was 
still  on.  He  was  an  officer  on  the  staff  of 
the  civilian  Internment  camp  at  Vemen.  hav- 
ing been  seeorided  there  from  active  servii'e. 

After  the  war  they  embarked  together  on 
a life  that  was  rich  in  changes  and  satisfac- 
tions, though,  not  In  money. 

They  moved  to  the  fruit  ranch  that  Bruce 
Cash  owned  at  Naramaia.  It  was  s golden 
time,  though  marred  by  winds  that  knocked 
down  apples,  rains  that  spoiled  the  cherries 
and  a 'disastrous  fall  in  the  produce  market 
that  left  them  with  ■ kxs  instead  of  a profit 
at  the  end  of  one  aeason.

They  closed  the  ranch  temporarily.  Bruce 
Ca.sh  W'as  a man  who  could  make  or  fix  any- 
thing. and  never  wont  long  between  jobs. 
After  a spell  as  a plumber  in  Vancouver,  he 
got  work  helping  r^udd  locomotives  for  the 
^E  at  Squamlsh. 

Gwen  had  the  task  of  selling  the  ranch 
and  Us  contents,  from  the  btg  house  whirii 
her  husband  had  built  lo  her  own  jars  of 
cherries,  the  product  of  long,  patient  labor. 

She  knew  nothing  of'  cooking  or  preserv- 
ing when  she  came  to  Canada.  In  the  process 
of  learning  there  were  failures— as  when  she 
baked  her  first  batch  of  bread.  She  wrappetl 
the  dough  in  her  fur  coat  lo  keep  it  warm, 
and  as  a re.sult  was  picking  shreds  and 
crumbs  from  the  lining  for  months.  The 
bread  turned  out  to  be  so  h.ird  that  even  the 
chii'kcns  wouldn't  touch  IL 

But  site  took  naturally  lo  (he  kitchen.  ar>d 
delighted  in  making  a home  for  her  hu.sband 
In  quarters  that  ranged  from  shacks  tu  ranch 
houses.

She  liked  to  feel  free  from  restraint  nut 
so  much  rebelling  again.nt  convention  as  ig- 
noring it.  She  had  a habit  of  sitting  around 
sunbathing  at  the  ran<.'k.  clad  in  nothing  but 
her  long  black  hair. 

It  was  a lonely  place.  t>ut  her  husband 
warned  her  she  would  be  caught  one  day. 
She  laughed.  One  day  as  she  sat  reading  a 
magarine  in  Godiva  fashion,  a man's  vok« 
hailed  her  from  the  near  distance.  “Can  you 
tell  me  the  way  lo  Paradise?"  he  asked. 

“I  hastily  put  the  .'Saturday  Evening  ^oat 
where  it  would  do  the  most  good,  arid  told 
him  that  ParBdl■^e  ranch  was  seven  mllea 
along  the  road." 

Her  husband  tea/wd  her  about  her  uncoiv 
ventional  way«.  of  wtiirh  he  disapproved.  For 
instance,  the  time  site  smoked  a big  cigar  at 
.Squamlsh  to  drive  off  the  mosquitoes,  m the 
presence  of  several  men.  Tlicy  were  rough 
loggers  and  raiher  stuffy  in  their  kl«*as  about 
women,  said  Brut'e  t^ash  with  a grm.  'I'hey 
V.  uldn't  understand.

And  there  was  ,tle  incident  of  the  riite  at 
.'’kfuamish.  While  wailing  ior  her  hu«^t>and 
lo  come  home,  she  was  in  the  habit  of  shoot- 
tng  craps  wiih  a young  shingle  mill  owner 
at  the  hotel  where  they  stayed,  lier  husband 
and  the  hotel  manager  called  her  into  the 
hotel  office  and  solemnly  -told  her  that  fllie 
Had  been  observed  by  the  provincial  police, 
and  wouhi  have  to  go  to  jail  for  gambling. 
She  was  almost  in  tears  before  she  learned 
it  was  a joke. 

Later,  when  Bruce  Ca^^h  was  master  me- 
chanic at  Half  .M(^n  Logging  Co.,  he  declined 
to  let  his  wife  live  in  camp.  He  felt  ih.il  llie 
-.mservatlve  loggers  would  frown  on  her 
habit  of'  wearing  slacks.  So  she  .*-ta>Oil  at 
the  nearby  re«»rt  of  Red  Rooffs  Inslead. 

There  was  a brief,  vain  bu.siness  venture 
In  Vancouver  and  a flveyear  inierlwle  at 
Sedro  Woolley.  Washington,  where  Bruce 
Hurked  as  foreman  of  an  erecting  sliop 
for  loggmg  machinery.  "When  wc  anived 
In  Sedro  Woolley,*'  Mrs.  Cash  wrote,  “I  had 
r raclically  nothing  in  my  trunk  but  ^ ru-w 
electric  imn  bought  with  a cheque  I'd  got 
from  selling  a -ouple  of  poems.  . . . With  the 
few  dollars  1 had  left  in  my  put>e  1 Invested 
In  white  carnations  a possible  rash  extrav- 
agance looking  back,  but  not  at  the  time.”

'There  they  built  a house,  and  Gwen  wrote 
and  produced  an  amateur  musical,  “Gel  the 
Money."  in  which  she  took  the  leading  roic.

cau.se  Gwen  can’t  carry  a tune. 

That  wasn't  her  only  stage 
experience.  She  once  had  a

The  Cashes  relumed  to  BC. 
— partly  becau^  son  Jack  be- 
gan referring  to  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  as  ”my  flag"  and  the 
Canadian  ensign  at  “your  flag.’' 

Bruce  Cash  was  a B.C.  game 
warden  for  15  years,  mostly  out 
of  Victoria;  and  when  he  retired 
because  of  ill  health,  they  took 
up  turkey  farming. 

Gwen,  meanwhile  held  a vari- 
ety of  jobs:  publicity  for  Van- 
couver Board  of  TYnde.  the  B.C. 
Federation  of  Teachers,  adver- 
tising saleswoman,  advance 
agent  for  a stock  company  ou 
tour,  interior  decorator  and  pro- 
n>oler  of  a vbiting  opera  com- 
)mny.  She  also  helped  her  hus- 
band clear  land  and  buUd  an- 
other house  on  Admirals  Road.

For  ten  years  she  was  preM 
agent  for  the  Emprew  Hotel, 
and  after  her  havlmnd’.s  death 
she  continued  on  that  job.  sup- 
plying editors  across  Canada 
with  new.s  of  cvenU  and  people 
at  the  big  hotel.

Here  the  visitor 
may  chouse  between  a country- 
home  st>le  lodge  and  a camping 
and  trailer  area.  Once  settled,

To  the  south,  at  the  north  Up 
of  Uady.tmiih  harbor,  is  Ivy 
Green  park,  one  of  the  senes  of 
excellent  campMie.s  maintained 
on  Vancouver  Island  bj  the  B C.

HNeryihing  is  ready  here  for 
the  family  on  an  uuid<ior  vaca- 
tion. Each  camp>-Me  has  ita  own 
tent  space,  fireplace,  picnic 
table  and  benches  and  firewood 
supply.  Restiooms  and  a spare 
firewood  pool  are  nearby,  and 
there  it  a launching  ramp  for 
campers  who  bring  their  own 
boats.

The  name  came  from  the

Ladyamiih  has  had  Its  ups 
and  downs -and  survived  them. 
There  were  lean  years  when  the 
eity  was  strikebound,  and  later 
when  the  cloeing-out  of  the 
mines  coincided  with  the  de- 
pre.vsion.  However,  residents 
looked  instead  to  the  tree- 
covered  hills  around,  and  now 
Ladysmith  la  the  centre  of  a 
thriving  lumbering  business. 

The  highway  at  present  runs 


through  the  eii>'s  main  srreet. 
but  citizens  are  looking  (orw«ii'd 
to  cumpleiion  of  a new  spur  of 
the  road  which  will  take  the 
heavy  traffic  through  Lady- 
smith, on  a route  always  in 
sight  of  the  harbor.

Many  of  Victoria’s  beautiful  older  homes  have  gone 
to  rack  and  ruin  or  have  been  pulled  down  to  make  way 
for  more  modem  structures  as  the  city  expands  and 
grows.  Landmarks  that  have  seemed  so  secure  just  be- 
cause they  are  familiar  have  suddenly  mushroomed  into 
new  subdivisions  with  small  buildings  being  erected  al- 
most overnight. 

So  it  is  rather  interesting  to  learn  that  one  of  these 
grand  old  places,  a landmark  on  Roi'kland  avenue,  has 
been  restored  and  will  probably  stand  for  another 
hundred  years. 

Some  houses,  just  like  some  people,  seem  bom  to 
be  lucky,  and  "Duvals,"  now  renamed  "Mary  Manor," 
appears  to  belong  in  this  category. 

Duvals  Cottage  was  built  in  1862  by  Mrs.  Klixabeth 
Miles  and  in  was  boiight  by  Hon.  Joseph  Needham. 
Chief  Justice  of  Vancouver  Island.  The  NeHhams  lived 
there  for  five  years  and  then  it  pa.ssed  into  the  hands 
of  the  Barnard  family. 

R.\RN/\Kn  IIOMI-: 

The  late  Senator  G.  H.  Barnard  called  "Duvals"  his 
home  from  the  age  of  two  years  until  his  death  in  January. 
1054.  It  was  to  "Duvals"  that  he  took  his  bride,  one  of 
the  daughters  of  the  well-knowm  Loew'an  family. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Badni  are  the  new  owners  of 
the  property  and  It  is  they  who  are  responsible  for  the 
renovating  and  redccoration  of  what  is  now  Mary  Manor. 

The  Badnis’  former  home  was  In  Iran  although  they 
spent  several  years  in  Montreal  before  coming  to  Victoria. 
Of  Persian  extraction  Mr.  Badni  was  educated  in  England 
and  Swil7.erland 

RKITISII  DECOKATIOV 

A civil,  mechanical  and  electrical  engineer.  Mr.  Badni 
was  with  the  Angio-lranian  Oil  Company  in  Iran  for 
many  years.  He  super\ised  the  building  of  five  palares 
for  the  Shah  of  Iran,  the  War  Offices  and  many  other 
Important  buildings.  For  his  contribution  to  the  country 
he  was  decorated  by  the  Shah. 

During  the  la.st  war  he  acted  as  consulting  engineer 
for  the  British  Army  in  Iran  and  later  received  the  Certi- 
ficate of  Merit  from  the  British  Ciovemmenf  for  thi.s  work. 

Mrs.  Badni,  small,  dark  and  vivacious,  was  bom  in 
Tran  although  her  parents  were  of  Russian  nationality. 
At  the  time  of  the  Bolshevik  uprising  after  the  First 
World  War.  Mrs.  Badni’s  father  was  amba.s.sador  to  Iran 
from  Russia  and  he  simply  "tore  his  Ru.ssian  pas.sport 
to  pieces"  as  there  was  no  point  in  returning  to  hi.s  native 
roiintry  as  his  properties  had  all  l>een  seized. 

FUH)r>EI>  B.A.SEMFNT 

When  the  Badnis  arrived  in  Victoria  last  October 
looking  for  a home,  they  <»aw  the  Rockland  aven»M» 
property,  liked  it  and  promptly  hotight  It.  Returning  in 
December  to  take  po«.session  Mr  Badni.  especially,  was 
a bit  upset  to  find  the  basement  was  flooded  with  water. 
Ijwking  around  for  .surface  drainage  he  was  unable  to 
find  any  and  concluded  correctly  that  there  wasn’t  any. 

So  the  first  job  was  started  and  it  turned  out  to  be 
quite  a job  for  the  hnii.se  was  built  on  bed  rock.  The 
blasting,  Mr.  Badni  describes  as  a ticklish  lob  and  some 
of  his  neighbors  are  ouite  ready  to  agree  with  him.  Even 
the  stout  walls  at  Government  House  across  the  way 
W'cre  said  to  have  trembled  In  slight  apprehension. 

However  Mary  Manor  now  stands  on  firm  concrete 
luid  brick  and  new  supports  stand  on  new  concrete 
pedestals.  Here  In  the  basement  Is  also  proof  of  the 
heavy  electrical  wiring  which  has  been  brought  Into  the 
house  and  the  huge  automatic  oil  furnace  which  sounds 
ju.st  like  the  mtiffled  throbbing  of  a ship's  engines. 

NEW  llEATIMt 

Mar>’  Manor  has  the  distinction  of  the  first  home  In 
Victoria  to  have  automatic  electronic  heating  control.  The 
temperature  on  the  outside  of  the  house  regulates  the 
heat  in.side  and  there  is  a control  on  both  the  south  and 
north  sides,  ensuring  even  heat  in  all  the  room.s. 

The  exterior  of  the  hoase  is  unchanged  except  for 
the  brightness  of  paint  and  the  closing  in  of  a small 
verandah  on  the  aoutheasl  comer,  which  is  now  the 


modem  kitchen  of  the  Badni's  spacious  suite.  Through 
the  years  gables,  rooms,  and  chimneys  w’ere  added  to  the 
house  but  now  the  great  change  has  been  within  (he 
walls. 

There  are  now  five  complete  suites.  They  are  all 
different  and  yet  they  ail  have  several  things  in  common 
such  as  steel  tiled  bathrooms,  wall-to-wall  carpeting 
throughout  all  the  room.s.  electric  stoves  and  myriads  of 
kitchen  cupboards,  TV’  outlets,  and  Venetian  blinds  tinted 
to  match  the  walls. 

NOVEL  PANELLlNfi 

On  the  ground  floor  there  is  one  other  suite  iiesides 
the  owner's.  Here  the  reiling-to-floor  F'rench  windows 
which  formerly  were  part  of  the  great  old  panelled  hall 
now'  let  In  the  light  to  the  silver  plyw’ood  paneled  living 
room  A novel  diamond  design  is  used  in  the  half-way 
panelling  in  the  dining  room  of  this  two-bedroom  suite. 
Doors  lead  out  into  the  garden  from  both  the  dining 
room  and  kitchen. 

The  split  level  entrance  gives  a dramatic  entrance  to 
the  suite  formerly  occupied  by  Mrs.  Bamaid.  The  bed- 
room with  fireplace  1s  now  the  living  room  where  the 
French  windows  look  out  to  Mrs.  Barnard's  "mystery 
tree"  (a  maple  poplar)  and  to  the  sea  beyond  from  the 
east  windows.  The  dressing  room  form.s  the  good-sized 
bedroom  with  built-in  cuptxwrds  and  the  former  ward- 
robe room  is  now  a delightful  dormered  dining  nook  or 
study. 

OLD  01  EST  ROOM 

Space  from  the  guest  bedroom  on  the  southwest 
front  of  the  house  wa.s  taken  for  a bathroom  and  there 
was  still  plenty  of  room  for  a rosy  living  room,  complete 
with  fireplace.  When  Mr.  Justice  Harold  Robertson 
visited  the  place  the  other  day  he  recalled  to  the  Badnis 
that  he  had  slept  in  this  room  a.s  a guest  many  times  in 
the  old  days. 

The  third  floor,  fonnerly  servants'  quarters,  is  now 
the  penthou.se  apartment  and  looks  over  the  almost  fairy 
story  gables  and  brick  chimneys  on  the  roof. 

The  high  old  ceilings  and  deep  windows  have  not 
been  changed  and  with  the  thick  modern  carpeting  cover- 
ing the  floors  the  hou5*e  Is  practically  sound  proof. 

The  grand  old  trees  on  the  properly  look  down  again 
on  w'oll-kept  rose  and  flower  gardens  and  lend  their  old 
world  charm  to  the  modernized  building.  Mrs.  Barnard, 
who  now  lives  in  Vancouver,  paid  a brief  \isit  to  Victoria 
and  her  former  home.  She  probably  summed  up  the 
whole  change  when  she  told  the  Badnis:  "You  have  given 
life  to  my  home  so  that  it  will  live  another  hundred  years." 


The  French  windows  looking  out  onto 
the  trees  and  garden  on  the  Pemberton 
road  side  of  the  hoase  was  the  .suite 
Mrs.  G.  H.  Barnard  occupied  in  her 
home  from  the  time  she  was  a bride 


until  about  a year  ago.  The  front  en- 
trance of  the  house  was  from  Pember- 
ton road  until  11)02.  when  It  was 
changed  to  Ror  kland  avenue.
